Bradford, Pa., Sept. 3—At about 1 


o'clock yesterday morning citizens re- 
siding about six miles from this city 
were aroused by a noise resembling 
thunder, followed by a shock like that 
of a violent earthquake. The peeu- 
.iarities wese immediately recognized 
;o'be those of an. explosion of nitro- 
glycerine, and scores of people were 
ittracted to the scene of the catas- 
.rophe. In the darkness nothing 
could be found save a few remains of 
a buggy and two horses. 


At early daylight, the vicinity of th< 


lisaster was thronged by a large crowd 
tt people. 
Tjpon the surrounding 


rees, fences and scattered everywhere 
in the ground were found clots of 
jjood, fragments of human flesh, 
jieces of skin and other evidences 
hat told only too plainly of the ter- 
ible destruction of human life. There 
vere two men killed—Lewis Gray, 
ged twenty-seven, and Charles C. 
Tones, aged twenty-one—both living 
n Bradford. 


Gray had procured two pounds of 


iitro-glycerine,and was driving with it 


his kuees and ankles to the lower 
pirt, throwing his back out. The on- 
ly sign of nervousness manifested was 
a quick look at the cat o' nine tails, 
which was in the hands of a stout ex- 
pert. The cat had a short handle and 
nine thongs of hard, heavy cord a 
yard long, with nine knots in each. 
At the command of the sheriff the cat 
was flourished around the whipper's 
head with a quick jerk, whistled 
through the air and fell with a sharp 
thud over the left shoulder blade, 
making large blue marks. At the 
third stroke the flesh was cut open, but 
the 
prisoner's 
muscles did 
not 


quiver, though, of sixty spectators, 
fully half of them weakened and 
turned away. 
Twenty-five lashes 


given with all the power of a strong 
man in one place not bigger than two 
bauds, caused the flesh to creep up in 
purple welts, which were cut trans- 
versely into small squares, out of 
which the blood trickled.

The Indian never flinched, and 
after the last blow, which was given 
with extra 3 vigor, the sheriff cried

asked the iwhifiper for a "chaw bac- 
cer," and grabbed a pipe out of the 
month of the turnkey and went to 
smoke, but it was taken from him.

NITilO-GLYCEKlNE EXPLOSIOK. 
Bradford, Pa., Sept. 3.—At about 1 
o'clock yesterday morning citizens re- 
siding about six miles from this city 
were aroused by a noise resembling 
thunder, followed by a shock like that 
of a violent earthquake. The pecu- 
liarities wese immediately recognized 
to be those of an explosion of nitro- 
glycerine, and scores of people were 
attracted to the scene of the catas- 
trophe. 
In the darkness 
nothing 
could be found save a few remains of 
a buggy and two horses. 


At early daylight the vicinity of the 
disaster was thronged by a large crowd 
of 
people. 
Upon the' surrounding 
trees, fences and scattered everywhere 
on the ground were found clots of 
blood, fragments of human 
flesh, 
pieces of skin and other evidences 
that told only too plainly of the ter- 
rible destruction of human life. There 
were two men killed—Lewis Gray, 
aged twenty-seven, and Charles C. 
•Jones, aged twenty-one—both living 
in Bradford. 


Gray had procured two pounds of 
nitro-glycerine,and was driving with it 
to a well which he was about to tor- 
pedo. 
Before reaching 
there he 
awakened Jones at a neighboring well 
and the two rode together the rest of 
the way. 
Arriving at the well, it is 
upixised that Gray, in lifting one of 
the three cans in which the explosive 
was carried from the buggy, in some 
way lost his hold and the terrible stuff 
fell to the ground, exploding on the 
instant the other cans. 


George Weaver, a driller, who was 
standing at the well 200 feet distant, 
saw the men driving up the hill, and 
almost immediately felt the force of 
the 
explosion 
coming. 
He 
laid 
down 
flat 
upon the ground 
and 
barely 
escaped 
with 
his 
life, fragments of stones and other 
substances 
passing 
over him. Of 
Gray there was not a vestige left that 
could be identified as belonging to a 
man, being scattered on the hillside 
for many rods in all directions. Jones 
was not quite so badly demolished. 
His head was torn from the trunk, 
and the body itself was a shapeless 
mas of mutilation, 
one of the legs 
was blown off and both arms were re- 
duced to shreds. 


Both of the horses were reduced to 
fragments, and tbe only part of the 
buggy that was left were the iron 
axles and one tire. 
A large hole 
several feet deep and two feet in 
circumference 
was made 
in the 
road where the accident occurred.

London, Ont., Sept. 3.—On July 23 
a Muncey Indian, najned Josiah Dox- 
tater, residing fifteen miles from this 
city, had occasion to come to town to 
sell a load of potatoes. 
During his 
perigrinations he imbibed considerable 
whisky, and about 11 o'clock in the 
forenoon, while on a back street, he 
noticed a pretty little 6-year old girl, 
named Prudholme, who was playing 
with some companions on the side- 
walk. He spoke to the child, and gave 
her two cents to go on an errand into 
neighboring out-house. A gentle- 
man living across the street, noticed 
Doxtater following the little girl into 
the shed, and, thinking that something 
was wrong, immediately crossed the 
street, and entering the out-building, 
found 
Do'itater in 
an 
indecent 
position, 
attempting 
to 
outni'^'' 
the 
trembling 
child. 
The 
Indian, on finding himself discovered, 


releaisd the child, rushed from the 
building and, jamptng. on bis wa^on 
fled for the tesertatioob 
Thè matter 
was reported to the police, aùd they 
lost no time in arresting him. The 
Indian had his trial,was convicted anc 
sentenced to three months imprison* 
meat and to receive 
twenty-five 
lashes with the "cat." 
In the jail 
yard this morning the triangle, which 
is like a tripod, was erected, on which 
three culprits have been whipped for 
outrages. 
Doxtater was brought out 
He is a muscular, heavy>set 
Indian 
and had a laugh on his face. His 
back was bared, his wrists were strap 
ped 
to

liis knees and ankles to the lower

nrt, throwing his back out. The on- 
y sign of nervousness manifested was 
a quick l o o k a t t h e c a t o' nine tails, 
which was in the hands of a stout ex- 
pert.

ully half of them weakened anc 
turned away. 
Twenty-five lashes 
given with all the power of a strong 
man in one place not bigger than two 
hands, caused the flesh to creep up in 
purple welts, which were cut trans- 
versely into small squares, out of 
which the blood trickled. 
But few 
of the crowd could look at it through- 
out. 
The Indian never flinched, and 
after the last blow, which was given 
with extra ; vigor, the sheriff cried 
"Enough," and Doxtater laughfcd>nd 
said; 
"Bully for Injun." When he 
was released the porter asked him 
how he felt. He answered: "Feel 
bim back very much." The Indian 
asked the whipper for a "chaw bac- 
cer," and grabbed a pipe out of the 
mouth of the turnkey and went to 
smoke, but- it was taken from him. 
The wounds were washed with salt 
and water, to prevent inflammation, 
and that made Josiah wince worse 
than the flogging. He will be released 
in six weeks and sent back to the res- 
ervation.

She was warmly welcomed to the 
home of her husband's parents, and 
all went jocundly for awhile. 


But dissensions came between hus- 
band and wife after the birth of their 
son, and after a long time

band, who had joined the army, hav- 
ing control of the boy. 


After a litne the lady married ligain, 
and the divorced husband has also 
been twice married since.
